On Thursday, March 18, 2004, Sergeant Harris, Sergeant Key and Lieutenant Jennings of Internal 
Affairs Bureau responded to the City of Compton after being notified that Gang Enforcement Team 
(GET) deputies had been involved in an on-duty shooting, in which the suspect was wounded. 


Synopsis 

Deputy Schultz of Century Station Gang Enforcement Team had received information from a

Deputy Schultz briefed the team Sergeant, Sergeant Thrall and the other members ofthe team. They 
decided to drive by the location in an unmarked Sheriff's Department van, driving south on 
Standford Avenue. Simultaneously two additional team deputies were to drive northbound on 
Standford Avenue in a marked Sheriff's patrol car. The idea being that anybody standing outside 


of the location would focus their attention on the marked radio car while the van completed its 
surveillance of the location. 


Deputy as designated as the van driver, with Deputies Schultz, Mayberry,Tobin, Bayes and 
Sergeant Thrall inside of the van. Deputies Morse and Pohl were assigned to the marked black and 
white radio car. 


As they neared the apartments Deputic Ао! Deputy Schultz that he saw four males standing 
in front of the apartments. Deputy Schultz moved the curtain and looked out the rear passenger 
window of the van. Deputy Schultz saw the individual he recognized as ' standing with the 
group of individuals, Deputy Schultz told Deputy [ko stop the van, that they were going to 
detain the individuals and arrest ‘ 
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~ ~ 


As the door opened, Deputy Schultz saw one of the individuals (later identified as Suspect Neal) 
reach into his waist band and start to walk northbound away from the others. Deputy Schultz yelled 
at the group of men, "Sheriff's Department, let me see your hands, Sheriff's Department, let me see 
your hands.” Suspect Neal looked directly at him, raised his right hand as he pulled a handgun out 
of his waistband and started firing in Schultz’s direction. Schultz said the suspect’s right arm was 
extended and had turned the gun sideways, firing at them, as he ran northbound. Deputy Schultz said 
Suspect Neal was approximately 10-15 feet away from the van and that the suspect fired 3-4 shots. 


TAB Note: The loaded weapon was recovered with the slide forward and the safety 
was in the off position. The magazine was loaded to it’s full capacity with 10 live 
rounds. Inspection revealed that the suspect’s weapon had not been fired. There 
wasn't a round in the chamber which prevented the weapon from being fired. 


Deputy Schultz removed his gun out of his holster, dove out of the van, and fired at the suspect. 
Deputy Schultz looked up and saw two of the PER mermbers that had been standing outside near 


the stairs, run into apartment ш. that * was on the ground. Deputy Schultz said that 
he ordered P. | to stay on the ground and focused his attention on apartment a 


The deputies inside of the van exited behind Deputy Schultz and also engaged the suspect The 
deputies fired their weapons striking Suspect Neal twice in the lower body. 


IAB Note: Suspect Neal suffered a gun-shot wound to his left scrotum, which 
resulted in a orchiectomy being performed. Suspect Neal also suffered a gunshot 
wound to his right thigh. (Refer to Medical History included in the Homicide Bureau 
Shooting Investigation for additional information). 


He was taken into custody without further incident. The remaining three males were also detained. 
No deputies were struck; however, Deputy Schultz sustained a minor leg abrasion as he dove for 


cover. He was treated and released from a local hospital.

Deputy Schultz briefed the team sergeant, Sergeant Thrall, and the other members of the team. 
Deputy Schultz said they met in the detective bureau kitchen at Century Station were he briefed his 
fellow team members. He drew the streets on the dry erase board and formulated a plan. They 
decided to drive by the location in an unmarked Sheriff's Department van and would make their 
approach by driving south on Standford Avenue. 


TAB Note: The unmarked van was assigned to the Century Station narcotics crew and 
had been borrowed before by the GET team for similar missions. It was tan in color 
and non-descript looking. It had curtains covering the windows so that persons could 
not see inside of the van 


Simultaneously Deputy Morse and Pohl were to drive slowly northbound on Standford Avenue in 
a marked Sheriff's patrol car. The idea being that anybody standing outside of the location would 
focus their attention on the marked radio car, so that the van could get closer to the location, without 
being noticed. 


Deputy Schultz explained the mission; If they saw the individual know as i | outside of the 
location, they would attempt to arrest him or if ae was outside they would do a field 
interview on him. E ; 


or were not there, they would get a description ofthe 
location for a possible search warrant to be served at a later date for the guns in apartment 


Absent PEE and hm being at the location, they would continued driving south on 
Standford Avenue and take no action. 


ЭУ designated as the van driver, with Deputies Schultz, Mayberry, Tobin, Bayes and 


Sergeant Thrall inside of the van. Deputies Morse and Pohl were also briefed as to their assignment 
and radio frequency. 
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Additionally all deputies were given specific tasks in the briefing by Deputy Schultz, such as order 
of exiting the van, van door man, hot radio man, prisoner transport, area hospitals and notifications. 
Deputy Schultz said that the mission was thoroughly briefed and all of the deputies knew their 
assignments. Deputy Schultz said that because they had used the van before the team felt very 
comfortable in using it. Deputy Schultz said that the team was shown photos of both "EN and 
* and had reviewed their prior criminal history. 


In response to a direct question, Deputy Schultz said the team sergeant, Sergeant Thrall was present 
for the briefing and approved the mission. Schultz said the plan did not call for the approval of their 
lieutenant. 


ТАВ Note: The location of the shooting was the Si wet л е. EE at 


outh Standford Avenue, consisting of several two story apartment structures, 
which are constructed of beige stucco and light-green wood trim and are located on 
the west side of Standford Avenue. There are single family residences north and 
south of the complex. Across the street (east) are vacant dirt and grassy lots which 
comprise the Edison easement, where high tension wires, run along the lots north and 
south. The apartment of concern is situated in the middle of the complex, ground 
level and is numbered Mill A stair case with black wrought iron rails and concrete 
Steps leads to the upstairs apartments, above apartment A group of four male 
adults, including the suspect, were standing outside near the steps when the 
undercover van approached. 


As they approached the apartments Deputies old Deputy Schultz that he saw four males 
standing in front of the apartments. Deputy Schultz moved the curtain and looked out the rear 
passenger window of the van. Deputy Schultz saw the individual he recognized as “ 

standing with the individuals. Deputy Schultz told pom — 1j stop the van, that they were 
going to detain the group and arrest = Deputy Mayberry pulled open the sliding door and 
held it in place so that the team members could exit the van. 


When the van stopped, Deputy Schultz was the first deputy out of the van, exiting the van, by diving 
out of it. Deputy Schultz said that when the van stopped, it was almost directly in front of Suspect 
Neal, Schultz said that before the van door was opened, his weapon was holstered. Deputy Schultz 
said Deputy Mayberry pulled the van door open and saw through the van window, Suspect Neal 
reach into his waistband, pulled out a gun and was pointing it at the van. 


As the door was opening, Schultz said he saw the gun was pointed directly at him and that he dove 
out of the van and the shooting occurred. Schultz said that his head was the first part of his body out 
of the van followed by his gun arm being extended and then his other arm to break his fall. Schultz 
said he was in full uniform and yelled "Sheriff's Department" Schultz said, “I saw a gun pointing 
at me, he (Neal) was pulling the trigger, as I stated before, 1 saw muzzle flash, | saw the gun recoil 
and I believed I was going to be shot, being the first person out of the van." 
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TAB Note: As noted earlier, it was later determined that Suspect Neal had not fired 
his weapon. 


Deputy Schultz was asked if Deputy os have just driven out ofthe kill zone? Schultz said 
the door on the van was opened and that he could have possibly been run over or other team 
members could have fallen out. He said that driving out of the kill zone was not an option and Neal 
could have fired on the van as it was leaving, striking the team members inside. 


ТАВ Note: Deputy Schultz described the suspect as holding the weapon “Gangster 
Style" or sideways, with the weapon turned so that weapon was pointed with the 
weapon sights on the side. 


Schultz believes the suspect was approximately 10-15 feet away from the van and that the suspect 
fired 3-4 shots. Deputy Schultz said that he heard the gunshots and saw the muzzle flash as the 
suspect ran north across the front lawn of the apartment complex. 


IAB Note: The loaded weapon was recovered 60' 3" north of the N/C/L of Clymar 
Avenue and 1' west of the W/C/L of Standford Avenue. The slide was forward, the 
safety was in the off position and 10 live rounds were in the magazine. (Refer to 
Exhibit B, for addition information 


Deputy Schultz looked up and saw two of the gang members that had been standing outside near 
the stairs, run into apartment Т Ж that md was on the ground. Deputy Schultz said that 
he ordered иш to stay on the ground and focused his attention on apartment 


The additional team deputies that were inside of the van exited behind Deputy Schultz and also 
engaged the suspect (later identified as Jamaal Neal). The deputies fired their weapons striking 
Suspect Neal twice in the lower body. 


TAB Note: Deputy Robert Bayes was the last deputy to exit the van and did not fire 
his weapon. 


Deputy Schultz sustained a minor leg abrasion as he dove for cover and believed that he had suffered 
a grazing gun shot wound by Neal. 


TAB Note: Homicide Investigators noted in their interview that Deputy Schultz’s left 
pant leg was torn and that an abrasion to his left knee that was bleeding. Investigators 
also saw an abrasion to Deputy Schultz’s right knee and the knuckles of his right 
hand. The knuckles of his right hand were also red and swollen. 
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THRALL, Johann W. Sergeant MEM 03-02-005 1409 Hours 
Sergeant Thrall said that his team was briefed by Deputy Schultz on the information that he had 
received regarding L| and + ' Sergeant Thrall said that Deputy Schultz was 
interested in gathering information for a future search warrant, which included contacting gang 
members that were outside of the apartment. Sergeant Thrall said that the operational plan called for 
the use of two vehicles, one being a radio car and the other an unmarked Sheriff's uncover van. 


Sergeant Thrall said the plan called for the radio car and uncover van, to pass each other 
simultaneously on Standford Avenue, with the van driving southbound and the radio car driving 
northbound on Standford Avenue. If any individuals were observed standing in front of the 
complex, the deputies inside of the van would have the element of surprise and could approach them 
safely. 


Sergeant Thrall said that mission was well planned and briefed by Deputy Schultz, with the purpose 
being basically a scouting mission for a future search, with '| and RC being 
persons of interest. Using a chalk board in the kitchen, they laid out streets and described individuals 
that were either wanted or needed to be identified, He said the police car was used as a diversion 
and also for its presence, if they made arrests. Sergeant Thrall said it wasn't a “High Risk Mission” 
and that they spent at least half an hour going over the scouting mission. Sergeant Thrall said that 
all of the deputies were throughly briefed and that they understood their mission. He said that the 
mission did not require prior approval, as it was basically a scouting mission. Sergeant Thrall said 
that Jamaal Neal's name was never mentioned at the briefing and Neal was unknown to the team 
prior to the incident. 


Sergeant Thrall was the second person to exit the van and saw a group of males standing in front of 
the apartment complex. He said that he saw the males turn and look at the van and that one of the 
males reached into his waistband, removed a black handgun and point it directly at the surveillance 
van. He said at the same time, the van door was opened and that he and Deputy Schultz yelled out, 
"Sheriff's Department," and exited the van with their firearms drawn. 


Sergeant Thrall said that the male with the handgun looked directly at him, pointed the handgun at 
him and fired, Sergeant Thrall said that the suspect was approximately 15 to 20 feet away from him 
and that th suspect held the gun “Gangster style." Sergeant Thrall said that he saw the suspect pulling 
the trigger of his gun and saw the muzzle flash. Sergeant Thrall said that fearing for his life, he 
immediately returned fire. He said that he was positioned along the passenger side of the van, just 
to the rear of the sliding door. 


When Sergeant Thrall first observed the suspect armed with a handgun, the suspect continually 
moved across the lawn of the apartment complex, across the sidewalk and grass parkway and 
ultimately ended up in the roadway, north of the apartment complex. Sergeant Thrall said that the 
entire time, the suspect never dropped his weapon. 
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Sergeant Thrall said that he believes he fired two to three rounds from his service weapon and that 
the suspect fired six to eight times at the deputies. Sergeant Thrall said that at the time he was very 
surprised that no one on his team had been shot. 


MAYBERRY, Thomas К. Deputy A 01-25-2005 1142 Hours 

Deputy Mayberry corroborated earlier statements made by Deputy Schultz and Sergeant Thrall as 
to the contents of the briefing and the teams mission. Deputy Mayberry said that he was the “#3 guy” 
in the van and it was his job to open the van door and keep the door from sliding shut on other team 
members as they exited the van, Also if additional back-up or assistance was needed, he was the 
designated radio man. 


As they arrived at the apartment complex, he saw a group of five individuals standing outside, in 
front of apartment Deputy Mayberry recognized one of the individuals as m and that 
Deputy Schultz made the decision that they would stop the van and contact the individuals. 
Deputy Mayberry said that as he opened the right side passenger sliding van door, he saw one of the 
individuals (Suspect Neal) reach into his waistband, remove a black pistol and begin running north 
across the grass toward the sidewalk. As he opened the van door completely, he saw the suspect raise 
the gun toward the van and then shoot. He saw what he believed to be a muzzle flash from the 
suspect's gun at the time. 


He said the suspect continued to run north bound with his right arm up and the gun extended toward 
them. The suspect crossed the sidewalk and the parkway headed toward the street. Suspect Neal 
continued toward the street, with his right arm up and the gun extended in their direction. Deputy 
Mayberry said that he fired one round at the suspect. The suspect continued toward the street, still 
pointing the handgun at them. Mayberry said he fired at second time at him. At about this time 
Deputy Mayberry heard other gunshots and saw Suspect Neal flinch, as if he had been shot. The 
suspect was now approximately three steps into the street and threw the gun back behind him with 
hisright arm in a south westerly direction. Deputy Mayberry saw the gun land on the grass parkway 
as the suspect took about four more steps and went down to the ground. 


TOBIN, Daniel J. Deputy MEME 01-25-05 1157 Hours 

Deputy Tobin corroborated early statements concerning the briefing and instructions given by 
Deputy Schultz regarding the mission on Standford Avenue. Tobin said that he was specifically 
tasked with gathering as much information about the location as possible for potential search 
warrant. 


Deputy Tobin said that Deputy Schultz told the team that if kz was in front and they would 


take him into custody. Tobin said when the van stopped, he knew the radio car was also pulling up 
and believed it was safe to exit the van. 
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Deputy Tobin said he saw a male black running northbound in front of the apartment complex. As 
the first three Deputies exited the van, he heard a barrage of gunfire. The first deputies that exited 
the van, were concentrating their gunfire toward the north of the van. Tobin said that he saw the 
remaining male Blacks standing in front of the apartment complex were trying to get out of the way, 
and were attempting to get inside the apartments. 


Deputy Tobin said he saw Deputy Schultz dive out of the van and Schultz, Sergeant Thrall and 
possibly others had shot at the suspect. He said that it wasn’t until he got out of the yan, that he 
saw the suspect (Neal) run across the parkway, with his right at his waistband and the gun 
pointed toward him, Tobin said that he feared for his life and fired one round at the suspect. 
Deputy Tobin said that he didn’t see the suspect toss the gun, but did see the handgun on the 
grass after the shooting. 


Deputy Tobin recalled that when the van initially arrived at the apartment complex, the van door 
opened and they yelled, “Sheriff's Department," as they exited. 


Deputy И 01-25-05 1245 Hours 
Deputy alidated the statements of his peers in reference to the briefing given by Deputy 


Schultz and their mission on Standford Avenue. Deputy aid that was assigned as the 
driver of the uncover van and as he neared the apartment complex he saw four male black adults 
standing in the grassy area in front of the apartments. He advised the rest of the team of what he 
saw and Deputy Schultz confirmed that = was part of the group. 


He said the adult males did not appear to look in the direction of the radio car, but instead 
seemed to concentrate their attention on the van. 


JAB Note: At the time of the operation, БУ was wearing a short sleeve 
green Sheriff's polo shirt which had the word "Sheriff" stenciled across the back 
in gold colored letters and gold colored Sheriff's patches stenciled on the sleeves 
and a stenciled badge on the front of the shirt, a green long sleeve under the polo 
shirt, as well as a black leather Sam Browne. The front windshield, drivers and 
passenger windows were clear and had not been tinted. 


As the van's right sliding passenger door started to open, he saw a male (Suspect Neal) run north 
across the grass, reach into his waistband and pull out a blue steel semi-automatic handgun and 
point it at the sliding door of the van. Deput ited the driver's side door and ran back to 
the back of the van where he saw the suspect running in a north easterly direction while reachin 
back with his gun. The suspect was approximately 15 feet away from him at this time. Deputy 
believed that the suspect was shooting at them and returned fire. He said that he didn't see any 
muzzle flash, but heard the sounds of 3 to 4 gunshots as the suspect pointed the gun at him. He said 
that he believed he shot at the suspect three or four times. 
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рер И atthetime he was absolutely certain that the suspect was shooting at them. After 
he shot at the suspect, the suspect took three or four more steps into the street and fell to the ground. 


Бери id not see what the suspect did with his gun. Once the suspect was on the ground, 
Deputy} ipproached the suspect, telling him to keep his hands out where he could see them. 
Depu! hen handcuffed the suspect. Do M the suspect's gun laying on the grass 


parkway where the suspect had run from. 


Deputy A skea Suspect Neal why he was shooting at them, The suspect said, “I thought you 
were going to do a drive by on me." y и: Neal that he could have been killed and the 
suspect replied, “I know Deputy, I'm sorry." 


оо ss asked if driving out of the kill zone was an alternative and he said “No.” he 
believed because the vehicle had come to a stop and was in park, it would have taken too long to get 
out, as Neal was already pointing the gun at the open door. 


BAYES, Robert E. A 01-21-2005 — 1205 Hours 
Deputy Bayes confirmed earlier statements made by his fellow GET deputies as to the briefing by 
Deputy Schultz and the mission. He also validated seeing the picture o: rior to 


leaving the station and m —— m wanted from a prior search warrant. Bayes said Deputy 
Schultz provided the order the team was to exit from the van, which was Schultz, Sergeant Thrall, 
Mayberry, Tobin and then him. 


Deputy Bayes was the last person to exit the undercover van and was charged with the detention of 
persons of interest, meaning Campanella Park Piru gang members and ЕНЕ 
He was also given the responsibility of completing Field Interview Cards as needed. He said he was 
seated on the rear bench, adjacent to the sliding door. When asked, Deputy Bayes said that when the 
sliding door came open, anybody that was looking into the van, would have seen him, 


ТАВ Note: Bayes was dressed in a green Sheriff's polo shirt, with distinctive 
marking. Covering his chest and back, was a soft vest, which was also marked 
"Sheriff" in the front and back and additionally had a Sheriff's star on the front. 


Deputy Bayes said Deputy Schultz was the first person out of the van, but doesn’t remember, if 
Schultz had his gun out prior to the van door opening. He said that when the van door opened, he 
heard Sergeant Thrall and Deputy Schultz addressing the group, saying, "Sheriff's Department, 
Sheriff's Department.” Approximately 2-3 seconds later he heard gunfire, Deputy Bayes was the last 
person to exit the van and was not sure which deputies fired their handgun, but heard approximately 
15-20 gunshots. Bayes said that it sounded to him like someone was shooting at them. He could see 
the people running toward the apartment complex were not shooting at the deputies, so he assumed 
the person that ran north away from the apartments was the person shooting at them. 
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Deputics Bayes provided cover for Deputy Schultz, while he handcuffed тш. then backed 


out of their position and covered apartment [Deputy Bayes did not fire his handgun during the 
incident. 
POHL, Jeff Deputy MEE 1-18-04 2255 Hours 


Deputy Pohl attended the briefing that was given by Deputy Schultz. He was assigned to drive a 
marked black and white Sheriff's patrol car north on Standford Avenue in the direction of the 
location. Deputy Morse was also assigned to the black and white and was the front seat passenger. 
Deputy Pohl said the other members of the team were going to drive to the location in the uncover 
Sheriff's Department van. Deputy Pohl said that ifthere were gang members standing outside of the 
location, they would stop and attempt to identify them. 


As Deputy Pohl drove north on Standford Avenue he saw approximately four individuals standing 
in front of the apartment complex. As they approached the location, Deputy Pohl said he never saw 
the individuals look in their direction. He saw the van drive south on Standford Avenue and stop in 
front of the location. They were approximately 30 yards south of the van at that time. From there 
location they could see individuals running and heard approximately six gunshots. They were unable 
to tell where the gunshots were coming from but could see three people running toward apartment 
ind one person running north away from the apartments. Deputy Pohl, believed the shots were 
coming from the individuals running toward the apartment, He drove the patrol car north on 
Standford Avenue and stopped so that the van was between them and the apartment complex. 


He and Deputy Morse exited the patrol car at which time they saw = | lying on the ground 
and that Deputy Schultz was detaining him. Deputy Schultz told them two of the individuals had 
run into apartment HEB Deputy Pohl said that he and Deputy Morse contained the location, 
Deputy Pohl said that neither Deputy Morse or himself discharged their weapons. 


MORSE, Fredrick Deputy BN 03-18-04 2316 Hours 

Deputy Morse said that he was part of the surveillance operation that was going to be conducted 
on Standford Avenue. They also knew that an individual by the name of Be was suppose 
to be hanging out in front of the apartment complex and that he was wanted for a prior narcotic 
charge, 


He was assigned to the marked black and white Sheriff's radio car, that he was the passenger and 
that Deputy Pohl was the driver. He said the plan was for him and his partner to drive north. 
bound toward the apartment complex as the deputies in the undercover van drove south bound on 
Standford Avenue toward the complex. If there was no one in front of the apartment complex, 
they were to drive past the apartment complex and return to Century Sheriff Station. Deputy 
Morse said that during the operation, they would be on A-tac frequency. 


TAB# SH 2114392 13 OF 15 HIT SHOOTING 


He said they waited at the intersection of Compton and Standford, in their radio car, until they 
were given the go-ahead to roll to the location. They were advised to roll toward the apartment 
complex and as they did , he heard gun shots and saw three males running south and one male 
run north. He could not tell were the shots were coming from, but thought they were coming 
from the apartments. Morse told Pohl to drive past the surveillance van. They stopped north of 
the van, exited the radio car and took up a position of cover at the rear of the van. He saw a male 
Black lying in the street, north of the uncover van and there were two deputies standing next to 
him. Deputy Morse said he recalled the male that was lying in the street was the same person that 
he had seen running north bound from the apartments. Deputy Morse did not discharge his 
firearm during the operation.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the March 18, 2004, non-fatal shootin; of Jamaal David Neal by Deputy 
Mark Schultz, Sergeant Johann Thrall, Dr AO Daniel Tobin and Deputy 
Thomas Mayberry of the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department (LASD). We find that the involved 
LASD personne! acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of cach other. 


The following analysis is based upon the reports relating to this matter submitted to this office on 
May 12, 2004 by Detective Sam Dendekker of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this incident at 7:05 
p.m. on March 18, 2004. Deputy District Attorney Christian Gullon and Senior Investigator 

cre notified by the Command Center and responded immediately to the scene. 
They were given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene by investigators from the Sheriff's 
Homicide Bureau. The deputies involved in the incident gave voluntary statements to 
investigators which were considered in our analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
On March 18, 2004, Deputy Mark Schultz was on duty and assigned to the S Sheriff's 


Station Gang Enforcement Team. Schultz had received information from a|

Deputy Schultz was familiar with both of these individuals and was aware m —— т 
wanted for a narcotics violation.

The Gang Enforcement Team decided to drive by the location in two vehicles. Two deputies, 

Fredrick Morse and Jeff Pohl would drive northbound on Stanford Avenue in а clearly marked 

black and white, patrol vehicle while the remaining six deputies, Schultz, Johann тъп | 
Daniel Tobin and Thomas Mayberry would ride in an undercover van southbound on 

Stanford Avenue. The expectation was that| and those with them, would be 

distracted by the “black and white” and not notice the van, thereby granting the Gang 

Enforcement Team an element of surprise and provide officer safety. 


All of the deputies were dressed in the normal Gang Enforcement Team uniform consisting of 
green Sheriff's polo-style shirt M the undercover van while the remaining fivc 
deputies were in the rear portion secreted behind curtains that covered the windows. Schultz 
m" Ww it was decided they would stop to detain the individuals at the location. 


Deputy Schultz was nearest the van's sliding door. When Deputy Mayberry opened the sliding 
door, Schultz observed one of the individuals reach into his waistband and start walking north 
bound from the group. Schultz twice yelled, “Sheriff's Department, let me see your bands." 
That individual, later identified as Jamaal David Neal, looked at Schultz, raised his right hand 
and pointed a handgun athim. Schultz believed Neal, who was 10-15 feet away, fired 3-4 shots 
at the Deputy and the van. Schultz fired five times at Neal. Schultz then turned his attention to 
EE. had fallen to the ground, and handcuffed him. 


Sergeant Thrall was at the van's sliding door alongside Schultz. Thrall was able to scc the group 
in front of the apartments through one of the windows in the van. He saw Neal remove a 
handgun from his waistband and point it at the van. Simultancously, the van door was opened. 
Thrall yelled out, "Sheriff's Department" Thrall then observed Neal continue pointing bis gun 
at the deputies and saw muzzle flash as he was fired upon. Thrall was unaware of what Deputy 
Schultz was doing at the time. Thrall fired twice at Neal. 


Deputy 2s the driver of the van. He saw the group of individual's look at the van and 
"freeze." As the van's sliding door opened Е Neal run northbound, reach into his 
waistband, pull out a handgun, and point it at the sliding door of the van eard shots and 
saw Neal shooting but did not observe muzzle flashes. ited the van via the driver’s side 
door and ran toward the rear of the vehicle. Believing Neal was still shooting at Deputi 

fired three times at Neal. Neal fell aftcr taking 3 or 4 more ste Ao Neal 
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and located the gun in the grass near --m Neal why he was shooting at Deputies. 
Neal replied “I thought you were going to co a drive-by on me.” Neal also m M the 
gu ocated was registered in his name 


Deputy Tobin exited the van after Schultz and Thrall. Tobin saw those deputies shooting in a 
northern direction. As he exited the van, Tobin saw Neal with his arm extended pointing a 
handgun in the Deputies’ direction. Tobin fired one round at Neal. Tobin also heard Neal tell 


bout the handgun. 


Deputy Mayberry was riding in the rear of the van and was responsible for opening the sliding 
door of the van. When Mayberry opened the door he saw Neal remove a handgun from his waist 
band and point it at the deputies. Mayberry thought he saw muzzle flashes, heard gunshots and 
saw Neal's gun recoil as if it had been fired. Mayberry fired twice at Neal. 


All of the deputies indicated that Neal had pointed the handgun at them or other deputies, All of 
them also indicated that they feared for their safety and the safety of fellow deputies. 


Neal's weapon was registered in his own name. Upon inspection by LASD firearms technician, 
Dale Higashi, it was determined to be a semi-automatic 40 caliber hand gun. The safety was in 
the "off" position. The magazine was found to be at capacity with 10 live 40 caliber rounds. 
There were no rounds in the chamber. No expended casing matching the 40 caliber gun was 
found at the scene of the shooting. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


It is well-established Califomia law, that the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of 
others is justifiable if the person claiming the right to use self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed that he or the person being defended is in imminent danger of death or great bodily 
injury. People v. Williams, (1977) 75 Cal.App.3! 731, People v, Glover, (1903) 141Cal. 233, 
239 and People v. Ortiz (1923) 63 Cal.App. 662, 668. 


Penal Code §§ 692-694 specifically authorize an individual protecting himself or another to use 
all force which he believes reasonably nccessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, 
in the same or similar circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be 
imminent. See also, CALJIC 5.30 , 5.32 


"Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. Collins, (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 
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Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If onc is 
confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in the same 
position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act upon those 
circumstances. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is real or merely 
apparent. People v. Toledo, (1948) 85 Cal.App.2d 577. 


CONCLUSION 


While it appears unlikely that Neal fired his weapon there is substantial evidence that he pointed 
the handgun at the deputies. The weapon was registered to Neal and when asked why he had 
shot at deputies he admitted that he believed he was being targeted in a “drive-by.” Under these 
circumstances it was certainly reasonable for the officers to believe that in order to prevent 
serious injury or death, the use of deadly force was necessary. In fear for their lives and the lives 
of their partners, the deputies responded with deadly force wounding Jamaal David Neal and 
ending the threat. Therefore, we find that Deputies Schultz, Thrall, Tobin and Mayberry 
acted in lawful self-defense and the defense of others. We are closing our file and will take no 
further action on this matter.
